The inventions of claims 1 and 3 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 
1 and 2 cited in the ISR. The invention described in document 1 discriminates roll diameter of stencil 
paper rolls by obtaining a rotation speed of a stencil paper roll; however, obtaining the residual 
quantity of the stencil paper roll as described in document 2, instead of obtaining the rotation speed of 
a stencil paper roll, would be easy for a person skilled in the art 

The inventions of claims 2 and 5 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 
1 and 2 and document 3 cited in the ISR. Document 3 describes controlling a drive speed of a carrying 
means based on a type of stencil paper. 

The invention of claim 4 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 1, 2 
and 3. Paragraph [0007] of docimient 3 describes a carrying speed changing according to usage 
enviroimient temperature.

The invention of claim 6 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 1, 2 
and 3. Paragraph [0005] of document 3 describes the point of a difference of thermal head surface 
properties affecting a carrying distance of stencil paper, and merely considering a type of thermal head 
as well could easily be conceived of by a person skilled in the art. 

The inventions of claims 7 and 8 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 
1, 2, 3 and document 4 cited in the ISR. Docxmient 4 describes a stencil paper roll provided with a 
recording means and recording residual amount data and type data onto the recording means would be 
easy for a person skilled in the art. 
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
